Madras Province, the 
Punjab, ete., and then many native 
|states ruled over by Indian Rajahs 
‘and Maharajahs with British ad-| 
visors to assist them. 

“The British-Indian provinces | 
form about two-thirds of the Coun- | 
‘try. The rest is made up of these | 
native states, where the Mahara-| 
jahs of Bikinir, Patiala, Kapurtha- | 
‘la, and Travencore, and the Begum 
of Bhopal, the Sultan of Swat, the 
Khan of Kalat, the Nizam of Hy- 
derabad. the Gatkwar of Baroda, 
etc.. still maintain their courts with 
all of the old-time oriental splendor, 
pomp and circumstance. They still 
| Wear the gorgeous costumes of old- 
‘en times, long strings of priceless 
pearls, cloth of gold robes, and loop | 
the loop slippers. They still ride | 
in golden howdahs on elephants 
gayly caparisoned with jeweled 
tapestries. But of course.the Brit- | 
ish control their exchequers, regu- 
‘late their customs, handle their 
commerce, and attend to all mat- | 
ters relating to foreign affairs. 

“Tt’s interesting to note that In- 
dian agitators have almost no sup- 
|porters in these native states, and 
‘the outsider who knows nothing | 
about it wonders why the British 
are not attempting to eolve their 
problem by breaking the whole 
of India up into these native states. 

“Bach day during our flight 
across Hindustan it grew hotter 
and hotter. So we climbed 6000 
feet to escape it. But while cross- 
ing Patiala we suddenly ran into a 
sandstorm that completely ob- 
scured the earth as well as the, 
railway line that we had been fol- | 
lowing.

| It is further explained in extenuation of Britain's 
position that she would not have had to borrow had 
she not loaned to her allies, that she should not be 
| required to pay gold for goods received at inflated war 
iprices which are now priced much lower and that pay- 
ment to us in gold is extremely difficult when we 
shut out her products by prohimtive tariffs.

Along with the restoration of service, 
the construction forces were faced at once 
with an important task, that of clearing 
the highways of fallen poles and of clean- 
ing up masses of fallen wire. The city 
area was first cleaned up because fallen 
wire was in contact with light and power 
wires in many places. This meant ex- 
treme danger to the public. After the 
roads were cleared and wire was cut or 
strung to the stumps of poles so that it was 
out of the reach of pedestrians and motor- 
ists, the problem of rebuilding lines was 
given full attention. 

In St. Louis, at present, about 200 men 
are at work on light restoration. These 
men work in pairs and give particular at- 
tention to the restoration of fallen drop 
wires and the repair of obvious breaks in 
open wire. In addition to the light crews, 
24 installation gangs and 22 heavy con- 
struction gangs of 5to 10 men each are 
at work on city service. 

The installation gangs handle all manner 
of repair work taking cases that cannot be
